U.S. Tanks Push 
Within 3 Miles 
Of Saarbrucken 

PARIS, Dec 7 (/n— American tanks drove within throe 
and B half miles of seared Saarbrucken today in a plunge 
to the outskirts of Forbach, French rail town and outpost 
of the Siegfried line. 

Artillery bombarded the "little Pittsburgh" of the coiil and 
iron region for the eighth consecutive day, while infantry 
was cleaning the Germans from the la«t streets of SarreRuo- 
mines, French border town southeast of the Saar capital. 
Street fighting continued in Saarlautern, Hecond city of the 
Saar. 



The Americans extended 
their grip on the west bank of 
the muitiple-croased Saar riv- 
er to 22 miles.

Revolt of Convicts 
Ended by Columnist 

ATLANTA. Dec. 1 UPh-Ttve ringleaders of a group ot rebellious convicts 
at the Atlanta federal prison surrendered lo Morgan Dlake, columnist of 
the Journal, this afternoon. 

Blake, carrying out a pact.wltb.the convicts who had.hcltl lour g\iards 
ta ho&lagcE In a bnnlukded bu^ltUna^&t the prteon a^nte Monday tiish^> 
sprtt two hours parleying with the 
prisoners. 

The newspaperman used as prlh' 
cipal argument an edition of the 
Journal whicli devoted almost Its 
entire front .page to a description 
by Dlake of the prisoners' grlev- 

Tlic men turned over the keys ot 
the building to prison otllclals oftor 
one of the leaden, Qcorgc KolUnga- 
worth, 23, serving alx years on an 
auto thelt charge, said: 

"This Is Pearl Harbor day— ran 
ideal day to surrender." 

Blaka said the prisoners promised 
If the JoumnI would publish their 
complaints and tli cy lound the 
story satlslactory, they would end 
Uielr rebeUlon. 

The Journal announced Blake's 
story would appear in lull on the 
front page and Blake prepared to 
deliver It to tile prlsdnera personally, 
which ho did lale today. The 
seven grlcvarices~Sre lack ol prop- 
er' medical supervision, lock of re- 
ligious services, Inequality in pris- 
on wages, objection to being quar- 
tercd with Negroes, Indignation ni 
being quartered wiltt "nazl saboteurs 
and spies," denial ot communication 
with the outside world on legal af- 
fairs and lack ot recreational ia- 
cUltlei. 

"I asjured the men." Blake wroter 
"that when they surrendered the 
tniUdlnbond went back to their cells 
there would be no mantiondllns of 
them, no rougl^ treatment by offi- 
cials, and that they would have a 
fair trial' and all their grievances 
given every consideration. 
"I amV conlesa that my moUons 
!re stlned by this most unuaual 
experience. I was affected by .the 
eamntne&a of the yoims men and I 
— glad to bo able to set forth their 
I ot the matter."

this war. 

At once, the objection will be 
rnlscd that the Intcmntlonal has 
been dissolved because Biusla said 
10 publicly.
